He has admitted 
receiving information concerning atomic energy and fissionable material 
from Dr. EMIL JULIUS KLAUS FUCHS in 19lih and 19U5 at Cambridge and Boston 
Massachusetts, New York City, and Santa Fe, New Mexico. GOLD has 
identified ANATOLI A. YAKOVLEV, former Assistant Consul General of the 
Russian Consulate in New York, as his Soviet superior to whom he 
turned over information received by him from FUCHS. Prosecution of 
■GOLD is pending.
